1. An Immense hydro-clectric 
dam is being thrown across the 
Ob River ot Novosibirsk. Its 
capacity remains unannounced, 
os doos Its date of completion 
It can be roughly estimated, 
héwever, that it should bo In 
operation by at least 1960 with 
probably somewhere around one 
million kHNowatts of new power 
for industry. :
